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NAVY PREPARES 
TO STRENGTHEN 
ATLANTIC FLEET 


Admiral Will Visit At Capital 


And Confer On Situation 


In Pacific Waters

WASHINGTON, Oct. 3 — The 
navy gave emphasis to its tw o 
Ocean policy today with prepara­ 
tions for putting its Atlantic forces 
on a more formidable footing and 
the announcement that the com­ 
mander-in-chief of the main fleet Is 
coming here from Hawaii for con­ 
ferences “on the general situation 
in the Pacific.” 
Secretary of Navy Knox con­ 
tributed to the interest in the com­ 
ing visit of Admiral James O. Rich­ 
ardson when he told a press con­ 
ference yesterday that he thinks a 
suggestion for a naval (goodwill 
cruise to Australia and New Zea­ 
land is a “good idea”, although 
there has beeu no decision on the 
subject. 
Plans for establishment 
of a 
"newly-organized force” in the At­ 
lantic were disclosed by the navy 
department. The squadron, to be 
known as “the patrol force. United 
States fleet,” will consist of more 
than 125 vessels and the necessary 
complement of aircraft. 
Will Unify Command 
There is no indication in navy 
circles whether creation of the new 
force has any connection with the 
recently - negotiated mutual assist­ 
ance pact between Berlin, Rome 
and Tokyo. An Atlantic squadron 
has been in existence two years, 
but the new organization is de­ 
signed to strengthen it and unify 
Its command. 
Two other developments of the 
day delt with Atlantic defenses. 
Secretary Knox said that his de­ 
partment will not “let any grass 
grow under our feet” in the speedy 
development of the Atlantic bases 
acquired from Britain last month. 
Mayor F. H. LaGuardla said, at 
Boston that the work of the Joint 
Canadian-American defense board 
has reduced the problems of New 
England’s defense “to a minimum”. 
LaGuardla, 
chairman 
of 
t h e 
American section of the board, ex­ 
pressed some concern about the 
Pacific. 
Marines To Stay In Orient 
“By reason of what happened in 
Europe a few days ago,” he said. 
referring to the axis pact, "we 
must expedite plans for west coast 
defense.” 
Knox said that his department 
has no present intention of with­ 
drawing the marine detachment of 
more than 1,000 men now on duty 
in Shanghai. 
He likewise said there are no 
plans for reinforcing the Asiatic 
fleet because of current events in 
the Far East and that there have 
been no negotiations “whatever” 
for American use of the great Brit­ 
ish naval base at Singapore.

LONDON REGIONS AGAIN 


English Murk Makes It Impossible To See Bombers Or

LONDON. Oct. 3—Attacking through a thick haze. Nazi raiders 
paid their fourth hostile visit to London late this afternoon, ahowering 
bomba on the northwest and southeast sections. 
Anti-aircraft fire crackled throughout the city. 
Rooftop spotters sought cover. The typical English murk made it 
impossible to see the planes or+ 
--------------------------- 
gauge the direction of the “Arch­ 
ies’ ” fire. 
One raider dropped his entire 
load of bombs in a southeast dis­ 
trict. Firing by direction finders, 
the anti-aircraft gunners threw up 
a heavy barrage. 
The plane was 
heard droning off in the distance. 
Three girls were killed in a 
southeastern section of the city by 
a bomb that blasted a laundry. 
Four others were injured seriously. 
In a midlands town a single 
bomber showered high explosives 
and incendiaries. A factory and an 
elementary school were hit and 
It Is feared one or two persons 
were killed. 
One of the Nazi bombers fell 
a victim of British defenders at 
Hertlngfordbury, 
near 
Hertford. 
When the plane came down 
two 
farm hands rushed out and made 
prisoners of four German airmen 
in it. 
Nazi air invaders loosed bombs 


on 
20 districts of London 
last 
night and early today, but the 
capital’s central section had its 
fourth consecutive night of com­ 
paratively light raiding. 
A ntiaircraft 
firing Trequently 
was heavy in the city's outskirts 
as German 
warplanes 
returned 
for their 26th nightly assault. 
The government said casualties 
throughout the country were few 
and that there was no extensive 
damage. 
British 
reporters continued

tell of the development of secret 
weapons for use against the raid­ 
ers and some sources credited a 
change in defensive tactics with 
the failure of the Germans to at­ 
tack the central region In force.

LIMOGES STRIKE 
CALLED‘OUTLAW’ 


Decorators Walk Out After 


Fight With Foreman 


A walkout of decorating shop em­ 
ploy#* that baa halted work at the 
Limoget China Co. in Sebring was 
branded an “outlaw strike” today 
by James M. Duffy, president of th* 
National Brotherhood of Operative 
Potters. 
The walkout doe* not have the 
Brotherhood's approval because it is 
contrary to the union's agreement 
with the plant management, Mr. 
Duffy declared. 
Members of the local In Sebring 
violated the agreement when they 
walked out, because the agreement 
says there shall be no cessation of 
work when a dispute arises, Mr. 
Duffy added. 
Plant Manager J. Harrison Keller, 
explaining that the decorating shop 
is the “bottleneck of our produc­ 
tion.” said the plant la forced to 
suspend operations until the strik­ 
ers return. 
The workers walked out after 
they had disagreements with their 
foreman and termed him “abusive”, 
Mr. Duffy said be was told. 
The 
president said he conferred in Be­ 
hring with the plant manager, who 
agreed to halt the foreman’s alleged 
“abusiveness”. 
The decorating shop hands then 
walked out because they wanted the 
foreman discharged, Mr. Duffy ex­ 
plained. 
“We insist and demand 
upon proper treatment, but we do 
not have control over the firing pf 
the foreman,H the labor head said. 
When a disagreement arises, the 
Brotherhood's 
contract 
provides 
that it shall be taken up by shop 
committees, Mr. Duffy said. Then, 
if it Is not settled, the complaint 
shall be taken before th# Brother­ 
hood office, which will send a rep­ 
resentative to confer, he added. 
If no settlement is rear bed in the 
second 
conference, 
the contract 
provides that it shall go to standing 
committees. Finally, it is taken be­ 
fore the Brotherhood’s national ex­ 
ecutive board and the labor commit­ 
tee of the United State* Potters’ 
association, the president pointed 
out.

Linotype machines are humming 
constantly under the flying fingers 
of their operators to put the story 
into type. 
Then comes the 
work of the 
stereotype and 
pressroom crews,

and start thousands of copies off 
to readers.

which 
roars out thousands of copies daily 
to readers in the tri-state area, is 
a mechanical achievement. At a top 
speed of 28,800 copies an hour, the

One can discern a thread that 
ru n t through sverything — through 
progress, regression an d constant 
change, in unbroken continuity— 
the desire of this people for greater 
freedom and equality; 
for more 
real freedom in term s of education 
and hum an dignity and for equali­ 
ty geared upward, not downw ard; 
the conviction th at this end is to 
be achieved through political liber­ 
ty and an undaunted Idealism and 
faith th a t It can be won. 
In tim es of general prosperity 
the faith Is likely to languish. But 
In danger It revives, as the most 
wholesome sign of the basic one­ 
ness of this so divergent people. In 
those tim es of stress and danger 
the leadership that know s how to 
play on this one unbroken string 
Is invincible. T hat string produces 
a fam iliar and tru sted music. For 
It is p art of our destiny th at we are 
a nation of idealists. 
Now, this nation is In danger 
from without because — as the 
second headline Indicates — there 
is a plan abroad "to m ake over the 
entire world.”

I ONG ago W'tlliam G raham Sum- 
ner pointed out th at the suc­ 
cess of a dom estic tendency of 
policy depends upon the worldwide 
constellation In regard to It. 
This idea of "spheres of influ­ 
ence" Is wholly arb itrary . One can 
find Its parallel in our business 
world, in the form of monopolies 
and agreem ents (am ong 
them ), 
but nowhere in our political tradi­ 
tion. not even in the Monroe Doc­ 
trine. 
O ur viewpoint, in harm ony with 
our faith In freedom and equality, 
has been that nations of people 
have the right to their own soil 
and the shaping of their own politi­ 
cal destinies, and that the relations 
betw een them should be governed 
b r law on the basis of equality 
w hether they are small or large. 
T hus we treat Holland or Swit­ 
zerland as an equal with Germany, 
although the latter is im m easur­ 
ably stronger than the form er; nor 
have we ever granted the right of 
any nation to treat us as unequal 
In political, economic or Intellectu­ 
al intercourse with any other na­ 
tion on earth. 
The Monroe Doctrine has been 
Interpreted 
variously 
at

times, but even In our most Im­ 
perialistic moments it has never 
been interpreted as our right by 
reason 
of 
superior 
numbers, 
wealth and force to exercise sn 
exclusive "sphere of influence'' in 
South America or Canada. 
We have traded and enjoyed cub 
tural aud political relations with 
our neighbors ou the sam e terms

G reat Britain 
had not a controlling interest In 
the canal, but the British govern­ 
m ent in recent years may have 
bought enough shares from private 
F rench owners to m ake up a major­ 
ity.

In 1936 G reat Britain, leader in 
getting the League of Nations to 
vote partial sanctions against Italy 
a s an aggressor, seriously consid­ 
ered closing the canal to Italian 
warships and m erchant vessels, but 
finally took no action. 
The 1888 convention forbids any 
act of hostility within the Suez 
canal tone. 
Egypt was to enforce 
the convention; if Egypt required 
help In enforcem ent, she was *o 
call on Turkey.

1.611.213; for July 19. 1.619.968; for July 17. 1.659.294; 
for July 24. 1.689,448: for July 31. 1,700.284. 
One re- 
m em bers th a t President Roosevelt asked and got 
from congress permission to spend the entire WPA 
appropriation for the cu rren t fiscal year in eight 
months. 
H e re is a pretty fair indication that he 
m eans to do It. One rem em bers also tile suspicion# 
entertained and m ade public by Rep. Shafer of IIH. 
nola that the adm inistration was prepare! to repeat 
this year the padding of W PA rolls which featured 
the m onths before election in 1936 and 193S. 
He m ade the point that both in 1936 and 1938 the 
period of rising W PA enrollment was also marked by 
business Im provem ent and an increase in private em­ 
ployment. 
T he strange "coincidence" this year is 
even m ore apparent. 
W eek after week now for 
m onths the dep artm en t of labor has been releasing 
bulletins celebrating a progressive increase in priv- 
ate employment. 
Meanwhile the nation’s defense program, hacked 
by the greatest peacetime appropriations In all his­ 
tory. only has begun to siphon the workers It needs 
from the unemployed reserve.
